 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 11 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 12

 (m) (1) Each of the judges of the Court for Garrett County shall receive an 15 

annual salary set by the BOARD OF County Commissioners in accordance with 16 

[Chapter 91] §§ 32.43 AND 32.44 of the Public Local Laws of Garrett County. 17 

 

  (2) Each judge shall be reimbursed for traveling to and from the 18 

sessions of the Court at the rate Garrett County pays for mileage. Each judge shall 19 
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also receive an amount for expenses for every day’s attendance on the sessions of the 1 

Court set by the BOARD OF County Commissioners in accordance with [Chapter 91] 2 

§§ 32.43 AND 32.44 of the Public Local Laws of Garrett County. 3 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 4
